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The Seamen ! s Association (Kae Won Kong Hoe in Korean, Hai Yuan^Kung Hui in 
Chinese) ( > % 11 <t) in Shihtao (122~25.s 36-53) is a Korean grading agency 
which oerforms 'all liaison duties between the Chinese Communist Army COCA) 
and North Korea** The association also contacts Korean smuggling boats enter- 
ing Shihtao j, and those smugglers who are discovered to be anti-Comsmmist are 
arrested and turned over to the Korean Democratic Federation in Dairen, pie 
Federation, after investigating the cases, transfers them over to the Lims ry 
of the Interior in Pyongyang for final disposition,.
